Report  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health 
for  the  year  ended  31 st  Dccomher,  1964. 

To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Council 
of  the  Urban  District  of  Longridgo. 

Mr.  Chairman  and  Members, 


I  have  much  pleasure  m  presenting  the  Report  on  the  Health 
and  Sanitary  Circumstances  of  the  District  for  the  year  ended 
31 st  December,  1964. 

According  to  the  Registrar  General’s  mid-Juno  estimate  the 
population  for  Longridgo  was  5,120  which  is  160  more  than  the 
previous  year. 


The  number  of  live  births  assignable  to  the  District  was  112 
which  is  9  fewer  than  in  1963.  This  gives  a  Birth  Rato  of  21.  Q 
per  1,000  population  (adjusted  23.2)  which  still  compares  very 
favourably  with  the  rates  of  18.68  (adjusted  I9.O5)  and  18,4  for 
Lancashire  and  England  and  Wales  respectively. 


The  number  of  deaths  attributed  to  the  District  was  44 
which  is  22  fewer  than  in  1963,  in  other  words  a  decrease  of 
exactly  one  third.  This  gives  a  Death  Rate  of  8.6  per  1,000 
population  (adjusted  10.2)  which  is  the  lowest  Death  Rate  ever 
recorded  for  the  District.  The  Death  Rates  for  Lancashire  and 
England  and  Wales  wore  respectively  12. 09  (adjusted  13.18)  and

anA  °r  44  doaths  ^  were  of  persons  75  years  of  age  or  over 
and  a  further  8  wore  between  the  ages  of  65  and  75. 

a++THJn,rJfard  t°  thG  Causcs  of  death,  there  wore  16  deaths 
attributable  to  heart  diseases  including  8  from  coronary  heart 
disease.  Thore  were  18  deaths  from  heart  diseases  in  1963.  Deaths 
from  vascular  lesions  of  the  nervous  system  numbered  8  which  is 
also  2  fewer  than  in  the  previous  year.  Deaths  from  malignant' 
diseases,  however,  fell  from  10  in  1963  to  the  low  figure  of  2 

re^ot^h  l  +i°ath  fr°m  loukaGIilia>  ^  1964.  It  is  noted  with 
regret  that  there  woro  4  deaths  duo  to  accidents  -  3  as  a  result 

of  motor  vehicles  and  1  from  other  types  of  accident.  There  was 
cno  such  death  in  the  previous  year. 


Thore  was  only  one  dca'th  amongst  infants  under  one  year  of 
ago  as  was  the  case  in  the  previous  year;  This  gives  an 
Infantile  Mortality  Rato  of  8.9  per  1,000  live  births  compared 
with  the  figure  of  20,0  for  the  country  as  a  whole. 

It  is  pleasing  to  note  that  again  there  were  no  maternal 
deaths,  also  that  there  wore  no  deaths  in  1 964  from  tuberculosis. 
There  was  one  death  from  tuberculosis  in  the  previous  yoar. 

The  numbor  of  notifications  of  infectious  diseases  recoived 
in  19  4  was  55  which  is  5  fewer  than  in  the  previous  year. 
Measles  accounted  for  44  of  the  cases  which  wero  10  fewor  than 
m  1963.  Dysentery  cases  notified  numbered  8  as  compared  with 
m  the  previous  year.  The  disease  was  of  a  mild  typo  (shigella 
sonnci)  which  spreads  readily  if  standards  of  hygiene  aro  low. 

Qui  e  a  numbor  of  cases  of  sickness  in  schools  were  investigated 
during  the  year. 


No  cases  of  diphtheria  or  poliomyelitis  were  notified  but 
as  I  write  this  the  outbreak  of  poliomyelitis  in  nearby  Blackburn 
is  making  newspaper  headlines.  I  have  written  in  earlier  roports 
this  year  and  in  previous  years  that  unless  a  high  level  of 
protection  against  theso  diseases  is  maintained  by  immunisation 
and  vaccination,  outbreaks  are  still  liable  to  occur  but  what  is 
appening  in  Blackburn  now  will  surely  be  moro  effective  in 
convincing  the  public  than  any  words  of  mine.

On  two  occasions  during  the  year,  notification  was  received 
from  the  Ministry  of  Health  regarding  outbreaks  of  Typhoid  Fever, 
The  first  concerned  school  children  who  had  been  on  school  tours 
in  Spain  and  the  possibility  of  contacts  in  the  District.  The 
second  occasion  was  nearer  home  and  referred  to  the  outbreak  in 
Aberdeen.  This  latter  occurrence  occasioned  several  visits 
being  made  to  food  premises  by  the  Public  Health  Inspector  to 
examine  stocks  for  the  tinned  meat  responsible  for  the  outbreak. 
None  of  the  suspect  tins  was  discovered. 

It  will  be  seen  from  the  report  that  Meat  Inspection  and 
Food  Hygiene  in  general  receive  considerable  attention  from  the 
Public  Health  Inspector.  It  will  also  be  noted  that  no  fewer 
than  195  samples  of  milk  were  submitted  for  examination  for 
brucellosis  organisms  which  can  give  rise  to  the  disease  known 
as  undulant  fever  if  the  milk  is  consumed  in  its  raw  state. 

Milk  from  all  the  cows  failing  the  tests  was  sent  for 
pasteurisation.  A  scheme  is  operated  in  the  District  whereby 
samples  of  milk  from  cows  can  be  submitted  to  the  laboratory 
prior  to  the  animals  being  introduced  into  a  dairy  herd. 

The  general  standard  of  housing  in  the  District  is  considered 
to  be  reasonably  good.  Fifty  new  houses  were  completed 
during  the  year  -  all  provided  by  private  enterprise.  It  is 
pleasing  to  note  that  the  Council's  scheme  of  32  flats  for 
elderly  persons  which  include  the  services  of  a  warden  was 
commenced  in  August. 

In  conclusion  I  xiish  to  express  my  sincere  appreciation  of 
the  valuable  assistance  which  I  receive  from  Mr.  V.  N.  Page, 

Public  Health  Inspector,  and  of  tho  willing  co-operation  from 
other  members  of  the  Staff  of  the  Council, 

I  am  very  grateful  to  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  tho  Public 
Health  Committee  for  tho  support  and  consideration  which  they 
afford  me.

Diseases  of  the  heart  were  the  largest  single  cause  of 
death  and  numbered  two  less  than  19&3. 

Deaths  from  malignant  diseases  were  eight  less  than  in 
the  previous  year.  Vascular  lesions  of  the  nervous  systom 
numbered  two  less  than  in  1 963* 

Infant  Mortality 

There  was  one  doath  of  an  infant  under  one  year  the  same 
as  the  previous  year.  This  gives  an  infant  mortality  rate  of 
8.9  per  1,000  live  births  as  compared  with  8.3  in  the  previous 
year.  The  infant  mortality  rate  for  England  and  Wales  as  a 
whole  is  20.0.

There  were  no  now  cases  of  Respiratory  and  no  now  cases 
of  Non-Respiratory  Tuberculosis  notified  during  the  year.

Two  female  cases  of  Respiratory  Tuberculosis  moved  out  of 
the  district  and  wore  removed  from  the  Register  during  the  yoar. 

The  death  rate  per  1 ,000  of  population  from  this  disease 
is  0.00  for  Respiratory  and  Non-Respiratory.  The  comparative 
figures  for  England  and  Wales  are  0.047  and  0.006  respectively.

National  Assistance  Act,  1948 

It  has  not  been  necessary  to  recommend  the  removal  to 
suitable  premises  of  persons  in  need  of  care  and  attention  as 
envisaged  by  Section  47  of  the  above  Act. 

It  was  not  necessary  to  exercise  the  provisions  of  the 
National  Assistance  (Amendment)  Act,  1 95 7 • 

This  Act  gives  local  authorities  further  powers  to  enable 
them  to  deal  expediently  with  certain  cases  of  persons  in  need 
of  care  and  attention  which  they  are  not  receiving  from  other 
people.  Where  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  and  another 
registered  medical  practitioner  certify  that,  in  the  case  of 
a  person  to  whom  Section  47  (l)  of  the  National  Assistance  Act, 
1948  applies,  it  is  necessary  in  their  opinion  that  he  should 
be  removed  without  delay  from  the  premises  in  which  he  is 
residing,  an  application  for  a  removal  order  may  be  made 
immediately  to  the  appropriate  magistrates.  Any  order  made 
under  these  provisions  is  valid  for  a  period  not  exceeding 
three  weeks. 
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COUNTY  COUNCIL  HEALTH  SERVICES  IN  THE  AREA 


There  are  a  variety  of  Health  Services  of  the  Lancashire 
County  Council  operated  in  the  area  and  which  are  under  the  Control 
of  the  No.  4  Divisional  Health  Committee,  55  Victoria  Road,  Fulwood, 
Preston,  telephone  Preston  77263. 


Ambulance  Service 

The  ambulance  needs  for  Longridge  are  supplied  by  the 
service  operated  from  Broughton  House,  Garstang  Road,  which  deals 
with  most  of  the  area  of  Health  Division  No.  4  north  of  the 
Ribble,  of  which  Longridge  forms  part.  The  ambulance  vehicles  are 
under  radio  control. 

Home  Nursing  and  Midwifery  Service 

A  team  of  four  nurses  serve  the  Longridge  and  district  area. 
The  duties  of  these-  nurses  include  care  of  patients  in  their  own 
homes,  and  they  arrange  for  the  loan  of  nursing  equipment  in 
suitable  cases.  Expectant  mothers  who  are  confined  at  home  are 
also  attended  by  them. 


Home  Help  Service 

Home  Helps  are  employed  in  Longridge  and  help  a  variety  of 
cases  including  confinements,  sickness,  old  ago  and  infirmity  and 
Tuberculosis  cases.  Night  helps  are  also  employed  where  needed. 

Child  Welfare  Centre 

There  is  a  weekly  Child  Welfare  session  held  at  the  School 
Clinic,  26  Kestor  Lane,  Longridge,  every  Tuesday  afternoon.  A 
doctor  and  Health  Visitor  attend  and  give  advice  on  infant  care 
and  management.  Baby  foods  are  also  sold  at  the  centre. 

School  Medical  Servico 

Medical  and  hygiene  inspections  arc  carried  out  at  the 
School  Clinic,  2 6  Kestor  Lane,  Longridge.  Clinic  sessions  are 
held  for  a  variety  of  treatments  including  minor  ailments, 
dental  care  and  ophthalmic  conditions.  The  County  Council  make 
special  provisions  for  residential  schooling  for  various 
categories  of  handicapped  children  such  as  the  blind,  partially 
sighted,  deaf  and  dumb,  epileptics,  delicate  and  backward. 

Convalescent  Caro 

In  suitable  cases  arrangements  are  made  for  the  admission  of 
patients  to  convalescent  homes. 

Welfare  Service 


Residential  homes  are  provided  to  accommodate  elderly  and 
inform  persons  who  have  no  longer  anyone  to  adequately  care  for 
them.  Handicapped  persons  are  also  assisted. 

A  free  chiropody  service  is  available  for  elderly  pooplo, 
registered  handicapped  persons  and  expectant  mothers. 


Proposed  Hostol 

The  proposal  by  the  No.  4  Health  Division  of  the  County  to 
erect  a  hostel  in  the  Longridge  area  for  aged  persons  is 
progressing.  The  site  has  been  acquired  and  plans  and 
specifications  have  boon  prepared.  It  is  anticipated  that  the 
work  of  construction  will  commence  in  1965*

The  total  notifications  of  55  cases  of  infectious  disease 
compared  with  60  cases  in  1 963. 

It  will  be  seen  from  the  table  above  that  the  majority  of 
notifications  were  in  respect  of  Measles.  There  wore  10  less 
cases  of  this  disease  than  in  the  previous  year. 

No  cases  of  Poliomyelitis  were  notified  during  the  year. 

Diphtheria  was  again  absent  from  the  district,  the  last 
notified  case  being  in  1944. 
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INSPECTION  ANN  SUPERVISION  OF  POOD 


The  table  below  shows  that  195  samples  of  raw  milk  were 
submitted  for  examination  for  brucellosis,  forty— eight  failed 
the  Ring  Test  and  eighteen  failed  the  Culture  Test.  Fourteen 
of  the  samples  failing  the  Ring  Test  were  from  cows  whose 
milk  was  tested  prior  to  introduction  to  a  dairy  herd.  Sixty 
cows  were  individually  sampled  from  two  herds  in  the  district 
of  which  fourteen  failed  the  Ring  Test  and  four  failed  the 
Culture  Test.  The  milk  from  all  the  cows  failing  the  tests 
is  now  being  sent  for  pasteurisation.

The  amount  of  slaughtering  carried  out  during  the  year 
was  restricted  to  a  five  month  period  due  to  a  lack  of  labour. 
The  one  licenced  slaughterhouse  was  operated  satisfactorily, 
a  good  standard  of  hygiene  was  maintained. 

Diseases  found  were  of  a  minor  nature,  no  whole  animal 
was  condemned  and  no  tuberculosis  was  found. 

One  hundred  per  cent  inspection  of  all  animals  killed 
was  carried  out. 

The  quality  of  animal  was  high,  only  young  beasts  in 
prime  condition  were  dealt  with. 

In  the  period  in  which  slaughtering  was  carried  out  39 
cattle  and  248  lambs  were  killed  and  examined.  Eight  cattle 
and  23  lambs  had  some  part  or  organ  condemned,  mainly  the 
liver  being  concerned.  No  case  of  cysticercosis  was  found 
therefore  it  was  not  found  necessary  to  carry  out  refriger¬ 
ation  treatment  on  any  carcaso. 

As  in  previous  years  the  arrangement  whereby  condemned 
meat  is  voluntarily  surrendered  and  dealt  with  at  a  specialist 
factory  continues  to  operate  satisfactorily. 

POOD  HYGIENE 


The  standard  of  cleanliness  in  the  food  shops  and  food 
preparation  premises  is  improving.  The  problems  associated 
with  maintaining  a  satisfactory  standard  is  made  difficult  by 
the  fact  that  the  premises  where  food  businesses  are  carried 
out  are  usually  converted  housos  with  all  the  attended 
difficulties  found  with  rooms  and  buildings  not  properly 
constructed  for  the  purpose. 

The  standard  of  cleanliness  amongst  the  personnel  is 
also  improving,  regular  inspections  appear  to  have  a  beneficial 
effect. 

Where  improvements  have  been  carried  out,  it  has  been 
possible  to  help  with  advice  and  better  conditions  have  been 
obtained. 

The  problems  of  the  mobile  shop  are  being  catered  for  by 
the  makers  of  specialist  vehicles  and  operators  are  being 
educated  to  the  necessity  of  providing  hot  water  and  properly 
designed  containers  in  the  shop. 

SMOKE  ABATEMENT 


No  serious  problem  exists  with  regard  to  industrial 
pollution. 

All  the  large  steam  users  in  the  district  are  using  oil 
firing  with  modern  equipment.  One  plant  which  had  been  the 
cause  of  many  complaints  in  the  past  is  now  up  to  date  and 
operating  efficiently  and  well. 

The  case  of  the  domestic  pollution  has  hot  been  solved. 
There  are  no  smoke  controlled  areas  in  the  district  at  the 
present.  The  time  is  not  too  far  distant  when  some  action 
on  the  lines  of  domestic  smoke  control  may  be  considered. 
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WATER  SUPPLY 


The  water  supply  to  the  Longridge  area  is  the  responsibility 
of  the  Preston  and  District  Water  Board  and  I  am  grateful  to 
Mr.  J.  P.  Bailey,  the  Water  Engineer  and  Manager,  for 
supplying  the  statistics  relating  to  the  water  supplied  to 
Longridge.,  The  supply  continues  to  be  an  upland  water  source 
collected  from  Longridge  Fell,  water  being  piped  from  the 
Dilworth  reservoir  situated  above  the  township.  The  quality 
has  been  good  and  no  complaints  of  tainting  have  been  received. 

No  restrictions  were  put  on  the  use  of  water,  the  supply 
throughout  the  year  being  plentiful. 

Chemical  and  bacteriological  tests  have  as  in  the  past  ■ 
been  carried  out  at  the  laboratory  in  Chapel  Brow,  Longridge, 
where  weekly  tests  and  examinations  are  undertaken  as  a 
routine  measure  throughout  the  year. 

In  the  case  of  the  Longridge  water  supply,  16 
bacteriological  samples  of  treated  water  from  taps  on  consumers* 
premises  were  taken  and  30  samples  from  intakes  and  reservoirs. 
All  the  treated  water  samples  proved  satisfactory.  One 
chemical  analyses  was  carried  out  and  was  satisfactory. 

Throe  private  water  supplies  were  tested  chemically  and 
bacteriologically ,  two  proved  satisfactory  to  both  tests  the 
remainder  failed  the  tests.

Report  of  the  Public  Health  Inspector 

for  the  year  ended  31 st  December,  1964» 

To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Council. 

Mr.  Chairman,  Mrs.  Smith  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  much  pleasure  in  presenting  my  seventeenth  annual 
report  covering  the  environmental  health  of  the  district  of 
Longridge.  The  observations  made  in  the  introduction  deals 
with  general  aspects,  the  facts  and  tables  are  contained  in 
the  body  of  the  report  and  are  self  explanatory. 

When  considering  work  carried  out  in  a  health  department 
so  much  of  it  is  of  a  routine  character  that  nothing  tangible 
can  always  be  seen. 

The  fact  that  no  serious  breakdown  of  the  services  has 
occurred  is  indicative  of  the  success  of  the  work  done. 

The  increase  in  the  population  is  causing  more  and  more 
work  for  various  reasons,  and  it  would  appear  that  some 
increase  in  staff  will  be  necessary  for  such  duties  as  refuse 
collection,  there  not  having  been  an  increase  in  this  team 
for  the  past  18  years. 

The  work  of  improving  houses  by  taking  advantage  of  the 
provisions  of  the  standard  grants  continues  satisfactorily 
and  it  is  hoped  by  this  means  that  all  suitable  houses  will 
be  brought  up  to  present  day  standards  in  regard  to  amenities 
and  fitness. 

Routine  visits  to  food  shops  and  food  preparation 
premises  reveal  a  fairly  good  standard  of  hygiene  though  the 
premises  sometimes  leave  much  to  bo  desired  because  of  their 
age  and  construction. 

The  public  could  do  much  in  the  lifting  of  hygiene 
standards  in  shops  by  patronizing  the  promises  where  it  is 
obvious  that  care  and  attention  is  given  to  storing,  presenting 
and  serving  open  food  satisfactorily.

HOUSING 


Two  houses  were  demolished  as  a  result  of  informal 
action  during  tho  year.  No  further  action  regarding 
demolition  of  houses  vacated  previously  has  boon  carried  out. 

There  are  20  houses  schedulod  to  be  dealt  with  in  the 
next  five  years,  being  houses  that  demolitions,  clearance  or 
closing  orders  have  not  yet  been  made. 

During  the  year  24  houses  were  found  not  to  bo  fit  but 
capable  of  being  improved  and  rendered  fit. 

Twenty-three  houses  wore  remedied  and  made  fit  by 
informal  action  and  co-operations  with  tho  owners  concerned. 

No  applications  wore  received  for  discretionary  grants, 

16  applications  were  submitted  for  standard  grants  under  tho 
House  Purchase  and  Housing  Act,  1 959  and  Housing  Acts,  1961 
and  1964.  Fifteen  applications  wore  approved,  and  work  was 
completed  in  the  case  of  21.  The  reason  for  tho  larger  nurnbor 
completed  than  approved  was  due  to  tho  carry  over  from  the 
previous  year. 

No  statutory  action  was  found  to  bo  nocossary  for  houso 
improvements  or  disrepair  and  no  applications  for  a  certificate 
under  the  Rent  Act,  1957*  was  rocoivcd. 
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RODENT  CONTROL 


The  work  of  rodent  control  is  carried  out  by  a  part-time 
operator,  there  being  two  fully  trained  rodent  operators  on 
the  Council  staff. 

All  the  infestations  investigated  were  of  a  minor 
character,  the  figures  shown  bolow  are  a  small  increase  on 
those  of  the  previous  year. 

The  Council’s  policy  of  giving  free  treatments  to  domestic 
premises  has  continued,  and  ensures  that  complaints  of  rats  or 
mice  infestations  arc  notified  readily,  so  that  the  necessary 
treatments  can  be  carried  out. 

For  the  past  two  years  it  has  not  been  necessary  to  carry 
out  sewer  treatments.  Test  baiting  revealed  no  infestations 
of  the  Council's  sewage  systems. 

Commercial  premises  and  farms  are  treated  when  requested 
by  the  occupier  and  chargos  are  mado  on  a  time  and  material 
basis.  No  contracts  are  entered  into.

DRAINAGE 


The  large  amount  of  building  development  by  private 
contractors  is  increasing  the  amount  of  work  in  this  field. 

The  necessity  for  ensuring  that  a  system  of  dual  drainage  is 
maintained  is  of  greater  importance  than  ever.  The  foul  trunk 
sewer  which  conveys  the  sewerage  from  Longridge  to  Preston  is 
not  sufficient  to  carry  any  top  water.  Further  large  scale 
development  in  the  district  will  mean  that  an  extension  of  the 
trunk  sewer  will  have  to  bo  made. 

The  conversion  of  a  further  29  waste  water  closets  to 
fresh  water  closets  has  substantially  reduced  the  number  of 
these  old  obsolete  closets,  and  a  more  determined  effort  is  to 
be  made  in  the  coming  year  to  reduce  the  number  still  further. 

As  a  means  of  making  the  present  offer  of  £10  towards  the 
cost  of  conversion  more  attractive,  the  Council  have  now 
increased  the  amount  to  £15. 

INSPECTION  OF  MEAT  AND  OTHER  FOODS 

The  number  of  animals  slaughtered  during  the  year  has 
fallen  considerably  due  to  staff  shortages.  Slaughtering  has 
only  been  carried  out  during  five  months  of  the  year. 

No  animals  were  found  to  bo  suffering  from  Tuberculosis 
for  the  second  year  running. 

Other  diseases  found  were  of  a  minor  character  and  the 
quality  of  beasts  killed  has  been  good. 

The  weight  of  the  meat  voluntarily  surrendered  amounted 
to  1 251bs.  and  the  method  used  for  its  disposal  is  satisfactory 
and  one  that  has  operated  for  a  number  of  years.

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PUBLIC  CLEANSING 


Houso  and  Trade  Rofuso  Collection  and  Disposal 

The  staff  carrying  out  the  work  of  refuse  collection 
and  disposal  remains  tho  samo,  though  the  past  years  has  30cn 
a  considerable  increase  in  the  number  of  houses  erected. 

To  onsuro  that  the  present  weekly  collection  is 
maintained  together  with  the  high  salvage  figures  we  enjoy, 
some  expansion  of  the  collecting  team  is  inevitable.  The  * 
present  refuse  vehicle  has  a  capacity  of  10/l2  cubic  yards, 
by  using  a  larger  capacity  machine  a  saving  in  visits  to  the 
tip  will  bo  made.  Tho  difficulty  with  a  larger  machine  is 
that  bins  will  have  to  be  carried  from  passages  and  areas 
that  tho  presont  vehicle  is  able  to  negotiate,  thus  extending 
the  time  taken  to  do  the  work. 

Despite  sickness  and  holiday  periods  all  bins  wore 
emptied  weekly  throughout  the  year  and  tho  staff  arc  to  be 
complimented  on  carrying  out  a  dirty  and  difficult  job  under 
weather  conditions  which  are  sometimes  atrocious. 

Tho  staff  consists  of;  — 

1  Driver/Loader 
3  Loaders 
1  Tip  Attendant 
1  Part-time  rodent  operator/ 
paper  baler/handyman 
1  Sparc  bin  man/handyman 

Tho  refuse  vehicle  is  a  diesel  engined  10/l2  cubic 
yard  capacity  roar  load  fore  and  aft  tipper. 

No  sorious  breakdown  occurred  to  this  machine  although 
it  is  in  continuous  use  throughout  tho  year.  Maintenance  was 
carried  out  during  wcekonds  which  is  tho  only  time  available. 

There  are  still  twenty- three  pails  to  bo  collected  each 
week  from  outlying  areas.  There  appears  to  bo  no  immediate 
possibility  of  improvement  in  this  service,  though  by  taking 
advantage  of  the  presont  standard  grant  offer  there  could  be 
a  reduction  in  tho  numbers  to  bo  dealt  with. 

Refuse  is  dealt  with  at  the  Railway  Quarry  tip.  The 
possible  life  of  this  tip  is  approximately  10  to  15  years 
depending  on  tho  finished  level  of  the  tip.  Refuse  from 
the  Fulwood  Urban  District  Council  area  is  catorod  for  at 
the  tip  which  moans  that  refuse  from  a  population  of  25.000 
is  disposed  of.  ’ 

Controlled  tipping  is  carried  out,  covering  material 
provided  by  waste  sand  from  a  foundry  and  quarry  waste  on 
the  site  being  used. 

No  sorious  fly  infestation  occurred  during  tho  summer 
months,  constant  treatments  of  liquid  and  powder  insocticidos 
being  usod  to  combat  tho  problem. 

No  fires  occurred  in  the  body  of  the  tip.  A  watch  on 
vehicles  bringing  in  loads  on  fire  ensured  that  thoy  wore 
dealt  with  in  a  special  place.  A  water  hydrant  is  availablo 
to  deal  with  any  fires  which  are  found. 

SALVAGE 

Tho  position  regarding  tho  amount  of  paper  than  can  bo 
sent  to  the  Thames  Board  Mills  has  improved.  The  quota 
restrictions  have  been  liftod  and  as  a  result  there  has  boon 
an  increase  in  the  weight  of  paper  sont.  Tho  amount  of  paper 
delivered  to  tho  Board  Mills  was  36.2  cwts  por  1,000 
population  por  month  as  against  35*3  owts  for  tho  previous  year. 
Paper  prices  increasod  slightly  towards  the  end  of  the  year  and 
though  costs  of  collection  and  handling  are  rising  it  is  still 
economical  to  salvage  paper  and  other  materials.
